I am directed to forward, for the information of the Government of India, 
a Report for tiie academic year ending September 30th, 1940, on the Avork of the 
Education Department of the High Commissioner’s Office, prepared by Dr. Quayle, 
the Head of the Department. 

2. The Report ' covers roughly the first year of the War. Conditions were 
abnormal throughout the period, but Avith the collapse of France and the 
commencement of air raids on an intensh'e as Avell as extensive scale, they became 
both difficult and dangerous. The Indian student community shoAA’ed commendable 
calmness and courage in facing (the attendant risks and hardships, especially during 
that phase Avhich is knoAAm as the Battle of Britain. As aa'lU be noted from para- 
graph 5 of the Report there Avere still, though the beginning of the Academic Year 
coincided Avith the outbreak of hostilities, not far short of a thousand Indian 
students, both men and Avomen, pursuing courses of study and training in this 
country. The majority of these elected to stay on to continue and complete their 
studies, and in common AA’ith their fellow students cheerfully endured the upset and 
inconvenience Avhich ineAutably arose Avhen their Colleges and Schools Avere evacuated 
to the so-called “neutral” areas throughout the country. Thanks to the AA'illing and 
sympathetic co-operation of the UniA^ersity and other authorities, the difficulties of 
accommodation Avere overome and the evacuated students generally found them- 
selA'es comfortably settled in their neAV environment. Not a feAv Avho had thus been 
transferred to areas presumed to be safe later found themselves in the midst of fierce 
air attacks. Many tributes have been paid .to their bearing and behaviour in danger. 
The attention of the High Commissioner AA’as especially called to the cool and 
courageous conduct of one student during very heavy air raids on the city AA'here he 
Avas doing impoi’tant research Avork. Other students, too, have received praise for 
their good Avork as A.R.P. Wardens, as Fire Watchers, and on other important 
Cml Defence work. 

3. The High Commissioner desires to draAV attention to ithe tribute AAffiich in 
paragraph 37 of his Report Dr. Quayle has paid to the steady and courageous 
behaviour of the Indian Avomen students, of Avhom there AA’ere still no less than 79 
here during the period under revicAv. He has himself been greatly impressed by their 
courage and by the determination AAuth which they have continued their studies in 
unusually difficult circumstances. He feels sure their conduct Avill be a source of great 
pride and satisfaction to their country-women throughout India. 

4. In paragraph 35' of his Repoii;, Dr, Quayle refers to the Indian students Avho 
during the period under reAUCAV had sought service in the Armed Foi ces of the CroAAui 
and in various branches of Civil Defence. BetAveen September 1939 and October 1940, 
eighteen Indians Avere given Commissions in the Royal Air Force, AAdiilst thirty-five 
others also entered the Service. Sixteen Indians AA'ere accepted in the Army, and three 
in the NaA^y, Avhilst no less than 146 Avere placed in touch AAuth the appropriate civil 
authorities such as the Ministry of Labour and National Service and other Home Civil 
Departments of His Majesty’s Governm ut. The Indian student community in this 
country is thus making an important contribution to the empire Avar effort. 

5. The High Commissioner fully realises the anxiety and concern Asffiich parents 
-in India must feel about the safety and Avelfare of their sons >and daughters who are 
still here. He can assure them that everything possible is being done to safeguard 
their personal Avell-being and welfare and that the Head and Officers of his Education 
Department, keep in close .and constant touch, not only by correspondence but by 
personal visits, Avith the Indian student community throughout the country. , Timely 
action Avas taken to ensure that no student should suffer inconvenience or hardship 
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tliroiiffh delay in tlie receipt of reinittanees from home. As a result many stiideiils 
Avere relicA'ed* of amviety about jneeliug their expenses for board and lodging and for 
University and other fees or for their return passage home. During the period under 
review tiiiaiicial assistance under the High Commissioner's Avar-time emergency poAvers 
AA'as given to over one hundred students and to the extent of OA’er four thousand 
pounds. 

G. The proA’ision of passages for scudents Avho, haA'ing finished their courses of 
study, Avished to return home, engaged the constant and special consideration of the 
High Commissioner. As stated in paragraph 34 of the Report, special arraugemems 
Avere made for the allotment to students of a small number of berths on each outgoing 
steamer, and it is hoped that in this AA*ay the large number still on the AA’aiting list for 
passages AA'ill steadily decrease. But it should be realised that the passage siiuaiion 
has become increasingly difficult and delays in securing accommodation are inevitable. 
For ]-easous aa IucIi he feels sure parents Avill readily appreciate, the High Commissioner 
is not and cannot be in a position to giA'e any assurance that a passage by any 
particular route Avill be free from risks. IS or could he, in existing circumstances, 
A'olunteer any advice as to Avhether it Avould be desirable for a student to remain in 
this country or return to India. The decision in each case should be made by the 
student himself after consultation by cable, if necessary, Avitli liis parent or guardian 
in India. 

7. The High Commissioner notes AA'itb satisfaction that at a time AA'hen the Avorks 
and factories in Great Britain are fully occupied AA'ith AA'ar-time production, no less 
than eighty-four offers of practical training facilities Avere obtained on behalf of 
.students Avho AA'isbed to round off their theoretical course in engineering or technologj* 
etc. Avitli a period of practical training. The High Commissioner Avill have his AA’am 
acknowledgments couA'eyed to the many firms and raihvay administTUtions aa’Iio Iiua’c 
Avith great generosity and during specially difficult times agreed to accept students 
for training. Many students aa’Iio Imve token good degrees in A’arious branches and 
AA'ho do not Avish to return home immediately are anxious to obtain employment 
Avherc their technical qualifications Avould enable them to he of real A'alue, and CA’^ery 
effort is being made, in consultation AA'ith Departments of His Majesty's Government 
especially concerned, to place them in suitable posts. 

S. The High Commissioner has perused Avith great pleasure the list of academic 
and other distinctions achicA’ed by Indian students during the year under review*, as 
summarised in paragraph 3G of the Report and fully detailed in Appendices IV and 
V. He considers it particularly notcAA'orthy that during a period Avhen (‘dncational 
facilities throughout this country AA’ere ineAutably disturbed and dislocated, and had 
pel-force often to he carried on despite frequent and heaA’v air attacks, so many of 
his felloAv countrymen had achieved results Avhich reflect the greatest credit not only 
on theraselA'es and on the iustitntions of Avhich they AA^ere members, but also on the 
Indian Untoersities and Colleges from which they had come to this country. The 
High Commissioner desires to take the opportunity of exi)ressing to the GoA’crnment 
Departments, and the educational and professional authorities throughout the United 
Kingdom, his most cordial appreciation of their continued courteous collaboration and 
ahoA’e all for the special interest AA’hich the Untoersity and College authorities have 
taken during the present trying times in the Avell-being and AA'clfare of their Indian 
members. 

9. In conclusion, the High Commissioner desires once again to place on record 
his appreciation of the excellent AA'ork done by Dr. Qiiayle and his assisiants, aa’Iio 
hoA'c slioAvn conspicuous ability, energy and tact in dealing Avitb the difficult problems 
affecting Indian students during the AA'ur.

INTRODUCTION. 

1. I have the honour to present, for the information of the Iligli Cominissiouer, 
my Report on the wort of the Education Department for tlie academic year ending 
30th September, 19i0. 


Section 1. 


GENERAL. 

2. As a consequence of the outbreak of Avar about a month before the i)eginning 
of the academic year coA’cred by this Report, many stujJcnts aa’Iiosg admission to 
educational institutions here Inid been arranged weVe 'bbligCd to caneej|||heir 
acceptances, not only because their parents or guar<ifians Avere'nittjftally jj|®tant 
to allow them to face the risk of a sea journey and th^'ilaugers Avliich in[iajh;|ffiB&’Oul 
them on arrival, but also because many who AA'ere stilU anxious to come Ave?e nuable to 
obtain passages. Rut Avliilst the Avork of the J)(*par*>ment, .as will be noffed from the 
figures furnished bcloAv, decreased in bulk, it increased‘in complexity, because of the 
many and A’aried questions alTecting tho.se .students' aaIio elected to .stay on and 
complete their studies as aa'cII as those AA*ho, IniA'ing completed their counses, Avi.shed to 
return to India.

3. Eight hundred and forty-.scA'on applications for admission for the session 
beginning October 1939 had been receh'ed, and the total number of offers of admission 
obtained on behalf of these applicants wa.s 6 .j 3. The remainder either AAuthdreAv their 
applications or did not possess the initial qualification for admission to tlie desired 
courses of study or training, or there AA'ere no vacancies at the institutions Avhich they 
wished to enter. 


4. One hundred and fifty-seA^en students Avere Ainder the formal supeiwision of the 
Department during the period under rcA'icAA’, including 129 State and Special Scholars, 
eleven students in receipt of grants or. allowances from Memorial or Trust funds, six 
students UAvarded reseai’ch grants-in-aid by the High Commissioner, and elcA'cn 
students placed by parents or guardians under the care of the Department during 
their education in this country. 


Section II. 

UNH^EESITY STUDENTS. 

5. Prom the particulai’s furnished in Appendix II of this Report it Avill be seen 
that during the academic year 1939-40 there Avere S92 Indian students, including 71 
Avomen students, pursuing full-time courses at Universities and Colleges in thi.s 
country. This represents a drop of about COO as compared A\'ith the previous year. 
As in preAdous years, the largest number of full-time students Avas in the Facull^'^ of 
^ledicine,^ in which 253 students were registered, that is, roughly half of the number 
studying in this faculty last year. As before, Arts, including Education and LaAV, comes 
next AAdtli 181, as compared w'ith 336 last year, but Engineering folloAA's close behind 
AAith ISO students, against a total of 276 in the preAuous session. Pure Science comes, 
uex AAith 97 students, and Economics and Commerce folloAA’S AA'itli 85. Agriculture” 
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had 63 students, and 33 were studying various unclassified subjects. In addition to 
the full- time (.students shown above, there were about 45 students, including two 
women, pursuing part-time occasional courses in the various Faculties, while there 
were 3S full-time students, including 6 Avomen, in attendance at the Educational 
Institutions showm in Appendix IID. The particulars furnished in Appendices III, 
IV and V shoAV that Indian members of Educational Institutions in this country haA'^e 
again achieved notable academic and other successes. 

G. Dr. Whitehead, the Secretary of the Inter- Collegiate Indian Students’ 
Committee, UniA^ersity of Cambridge, reports that during the period under revieAV the 
total number of Indian students in residence AA'as 91, of whom 13 Avere Research 
students. This represents a drop of about 40 as compared with the previous year. 
The chief academic and athletic distinctions gained are given in ApiJendices IV and 
V, but it may be mentioned here that tAvo students gained First Classes, Mr. B. K. 
Parikh in Part II of the Mathematical Tripos and Mr. N. K. Bustomji, who is a 
Classical scholar of his College, in Part I of the Classical Tripos, Avhile three students, 
Messrs. D. If. Ajgaonkar, A. S. Ifaik and R. J. Rferurkar, attained Honours in Part III 
of the Mathematical Tripos. Mr. 2f. Sahgal, of Trinily College, who had previously 
obtained a First Class in both parts of the Law Tripos, attained the high distinction 
of first class in the Bar Final examination, and Avas also one of the five Cambridge 
students Avho Avere nominated to the Indian Civil Service. In closing his Report, the 
Secretary points out that the difiSculties of a time of strain and uncertainty have 
been , mitigated by the generous policy of the University and Colleges. He emphasises 
that good AA'ork has been done throughout the year and that the results are most 
creditable. 

7. At the outbreak of the AA'ar, most of the Schools and Colleges of the University 
of London were, in accordance with plans already made, evacuated to A^arious 
Provincial centres and after a period of adjustment carried on their various under- 
graduate courses, though post-graduate teaching was seA^erely limited. Comparatively 
feAV of the large number of students for Avhom admissions had been arranged actually 
arrived, but in only a very feAv eases did it prove impossible to make satisfactory 
arrangements for their studies. I should like to make special mention of the great 
care Avhich the various College Authorities paid to the intei’ests of their Indian students 
and the trouble that Avas taken to ensure that they obtained suitable lodgings. In one 
small town where accommodation Avas severely limited, the London College 
concerned Avent so far as to take a house for use as a hostel for their Indian students, 
and though it did not ultimately prove necessary to use it entirely for this purpose, 
several Indians AA’ere comfortably accommodated there. 

S. Special arrangements to meet AA’ar-time emergencies Avere made in many cases, 
and, though the Unh^ersity of London does not normally hold its examinations in 
India, yet its authorities agreed to uUoav A^arious indmdual students, who AA’ere 
already Internal students of the University here, to complete their examinations in 
India itself AA’here satisfactory supeiwision could be arranged. Similarly in the case 
of Internal post-graduate students AA’ho returned to India on the outbreak of Avar, the 
UniA’ersity further agreed in individual cases that, as part of the prescribed period of 
tAvo years academic membership, they could continue and complete their research or 
adA’anced Avork under conditions appiwed by the University in India itself, and eA’en 
that they could submit their theses from India, the usual oral examination being 
AA’aived. 

* « ^ 

9. Dr. Wood, the Local AdAuser'to Indian Students at Manchester, reports that 
there AA’ere 43 fuU-time students at Manchester last session, a decrease of 30 as compared 
AA’ith last year’s figures. As Dr. Wood points out, lioAA’eA’er, this decrease Avas only to 
be expected, both in the number of applications received and in the number of Indian 
students in attendance. Admission had been granted to a considerable number of men 
for the session some months pi’eA’ious to its commencement, but all these, in vieAv of 
the outbreak of the Avar, decided to remain in India, in addition several students Avho 
had returned to India for the long vacation Avere unable to come back to Manchester to 
continue their courses of study. On the other hand, it AA’as possible to grant admission 
to a' feAv students Avho had been accepted for admission in other centres but who 
'AA’ere unable to obtain the training desired oAA’ing to the effects resulting from the war.

The most unfortunate incident of the year u'as the death of Mr. V. K. Khaudelcar 
following on an accident during the black-out. 

10. Mr. Williamson, Secretary to the Delegacy for Oriental Students, reports that 
there were 60 Indian students, including nine women, at Oxford during the last 
session. As compared with last year, this is a decrease of seventeen. Special mention 
should be made of Messrs. S. X. Chakravarti and M. D. Chakravarti, who obtained’ 
the D.Sc. and the D.Phil. degrees respectively, and of Mr. A. K. Gupta, wlio obtained 
a first-class honours in Chemistry and also a Goldsmiths’ senior studentship, wliile 
Mr. Mumtaz Muhammad Khan obtained a Pir.st Class and degree of honour in his 
Final Bar examination.s. In the Hilary term, 3910, the Majlis, helped by friends, gave 
a very successful production of the Toy Cart, a play Avritten in English, but founded 
on an old Indian drama. 

11. Dr. Mackenzie, Unh’er.sity AdA'iser to Indian fStudents, also points out that tlie 
floAV of Indian students from India Avas interrupted by the outbreak of Avar, with the 
result that the numbers in residence decreased from 320 in the previous session to G4 
during the period under reA'icAV. Dr. Mackenzie calls attention, as in preA'ious years, 
to the excellent Avork and progress of Indian students in Edinburgh, and a record of 
the good results obtained by them AA’ill be found in the Appendices to the Beport. 
Dr. Mackenzie again notes Avith regret that Indian students do not take full adA’antage 
of the facilities offered by the athletic club.s and the physical Avelfare classes proAlded 
in Edinburgh. 

12. Dr. BroAvn, the Local AdA’iser at GlasgoAA’, reports that there Avere 3S men 
and one Avoman in full-time attendance at the UniA'ersity, Avhich shoAvs an increase of 
one on the preA’ious year. Students at GlasgoAv appear to liaA’C Avorked Avell, and 
special mention may be made of Mr. D. M. Sen, Avho obtained First Class honours in 
the B.Sc. CiAil Engineering Finals, AA’as aAvarded the George Har\’ey Prize in Applied 
Mechanics, and took first places in Civil Engineering II, Civil Engineering Design 
and in Aeronautics. Mr. 2 a. Sen Gupta also obtained first class honours in the B.Sc. 
in Mechanical Engineering. Mr. N. C. Saha, Avho had obtained first class honours 
in his Final Examinations in Electrical Engineering in the prcA’ious J’ear, Avas 
aAvarded the J. B. K. Law Scholarship of £150 per annum for two year.s. This 
scholarship is open to British subjects aa’Iio liaA’e taken the B.Sc. degree at GlasgoAV 
University and is normally tenable at an OA’erseas UniA’ersity, but oAving to the 
conditions imposed by the AA'ar, 2Ir. Saha has been permitted to study at the UniA’ersity 
of Manchester. 


Section III. 

PBOFESSIOKAL AKD PBACTIOAL TBAIKIKG. 

13. At the outbreak of the AA’ar, emergency arrangements AA'hich had been made 
came into force at the various London Medical Schools and Hospitals, AA’ith the result, 
that teaching facilities practically came to an end temporarily. The pre-clinical 
portion of the courses AA’ere transferred to UniA’ersities in the ProA’inces, and arrange- 
ments for clinical teaching had to be made in A’ai’ious hospitals outside London. The 
facilities afforded AA’ere at first limited, and teaching Avas I'estricted, but these difficidties 
haA’e, to a great extent, been surmounted. Jtfevertheless, it has been necessaiy to limit 
the number of students in many’ Medical Schools. In this connection, hoAA’CA’er, it may 
be remarked^ that apart from a short period at the opening of the AA'ar, all the profes- 
sional examinations haA’e continued almost normally, Avhilst certain minor concessions 
AA’ere temporarily alloAved in the period prescribed for qualification. Generally 
speaking, students are noAv required to take the complete course, and eA’ery effort is 
being made by the Universities and the other Examining Bodies to maintain their high 
professional standards. Post-graduate teaching has, hoAA’CA’er, practically ceased at 
most centres, though facilities are still available at the British Post-graduate Medical 
c ool and in Edinbui’gh (amongst other’s) for good post-graduate clinical AA’ork. 

14. A feature of recent years has been the large number of students aa'Iio, having < 
a rea y taken medical qualifications in India, haA’e come to thiSi»,country for post- ‘ 
gra na e couises ^d especially for such high professional qualifications as the 
Memberslup of the Eoyal College of Physicians or the Fellowship of the Royal College 
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of Surgeons. This in itself is, of course, a praiseworth}' tendencj', but the somewhuit 
large proportion of- the .candidates who have been unsuccessful after taking the 
examinations again and again has caused the Department some anxiety. It Avould 
appear that these candidates were not . really competent to enter for examinations 
where the standard of attainment is very high and calls for a thorough training and 
experience in the respective branches 'of medicine and surgery. Some of these 
candidates had obtained or had been awarded scholarships or been granted leave for 
the express purpose of obtaining these qualifications and though, of course, no objection 
can be raised to the granting of such scholarships or leave to enable well-qualified doctors 
to pursue advanced courses in this country, it does not appear to be sound policy 
to insist on their taking and passing the high professional examinations specified above. 
Despite hard work and every i*easonable effort, a candidate may not be able to reach 
the high standard required, and his difficulties are markedly increased, as is known 
from specific cases, by the worry and anxiety arising out of the conditions on which the 
scholarship,, grant, or leave has been given and which, as pointed out above, most often 
insist on the actual passing of the examinations before return to India. Candidates 
■with very little or no hope of success are thus tempted or feel obliged to stay on here 
in the hope of eventually passing. A further point may be emphasised ; a sound know- 
ledge of the higher branches of medicine or surgery is not likely in itself to ensure 
success ; it must be accompanied by the essential basic knowledge of medicine (or 
surgery) and these powers of sound diagnostic observation which can only be acquired 
from practical experience. In other words, unless a candidate is quite sound on the 
essential basis of his medical Avork, it is unAvise for him to come, or be sent to this 
country, Avith a vieAv to attempting these higher examinations. 

15. Attention may be draAA'n to the function of the Faculty of Kadiologists, AA'hich 
Avas formed in 1939 by the amalgamation of the British Association of Radiologists 
and the Society of Radiotherapists, and duly incorporated in 1940. Membership ,pf 
the Faculty is open to registered medical practitioners AAffio hold a diploma in radiology 
recognised by the Council, and haA^e been exdusiA'ely engaged for a period of not less 
than three years in the practice of radiology. Election as a FelloAV is subject to the 
result of the examination held by the Faculty and for admission to the examination a 
candidate must be a Member of the Faculty or eligible for Membership, be a registered 
medical practitioner of at least fiA^e years’ standing, have held for at least two years a 
diploma in radiology recognised by the Council, and have spent at least one year in 
general clinical Avork at approved hospitals. All candidates must noAv both sit for the 
examination and submit a thesis before the'V can be elected to the Fellowship. The 
examination is held normally in London in December of each year. 


16, The Department, in collaboration AAuth the India Store Department, has, 
during the year under reAdew, dealt AA’ith 147 applications for practical training 
facilities, in the various branches of Engineeiing and Technology, etc., as compared 
AAuth 327 during the pi'eceding year. From the particulars given in Appendix VI, 
it AAdll be noted that 25 students AAuthdrew theii* applications, and that in the case 
of one applicant it aaus not possible to take action on his behalf as he did not possess 
the necessary preliminary qualifications. Of the remaining 115 cases, 10 AA^ere under 
consideration at the end of the period covered by this Report (offers of facilities have 
since been received in six of these cases), and in 27 cases the necessary facilities were 
not aA’ailable. Suitable offers AA^ere secured in 84 cases, 26 of AAdiich Avere, for Amrious 
reasons, refused by the applicants concerned. The nAimber of cases in which training 
facilities AA^ere accepted aa’us thus 58, distributed as follows : —

17. I should like to express my cordial thanks for the valuable collaboration of 
the Director-General, India Store Department, and his Technical Ollicers in obtaining 
offei’s from various firms in many of these cases. 

18. The statistics, naturally, sIioav a considerable decrease, Avhich is, of course, 
accounted for by the outbreak of war, us many students returned to India, whilst 
few arrived to take their places. Further, most engineering and similar works were 
concentrating on war production, and had in many cases to abandon their normal 
apprenticesliip and training scheme.*;. TIic demand for practical training facilities ivas 
thus hound to decrease, and it is noAV le.ss difiicult to arrange for students who 
have already had a certain amount of practical technical experience to obtain paid 
employment in works. The Department has kept in touch ■with the appropriate 
authorities so as to ensure that emplo.^'meiit facilities of this kind may be fully open 
to Indian students wlio have completed their Univer.sity coures Iiere and are anxiotis 
to make their contribution to Ihe national productive effort. 


19. It is to be noted that an Engineering .Joint Examination Board has been 
formed by : — 

The Institution of Civil Engineers, 

The Institution of Mechanical Engineers, 

The Institution of Eaval Ai*chitccts, 

The Institution of Electrical Engineers, 

The Institution of Municipal and County Engineers, 

The Institute of Marine Engineers, 

The Royal Aeronautical Society, 

The Institution of Structural Engineers, 

for the purpose of examining, by means of tests in general education, such candidates 
for Studentship and oilier grades as those Institutions may refer to it. This Board 
conducts a Common Preliminary Examination for all these Institutions. The 
Institution of Electrical Engineers has, liowever. found it impracticable to partici- 
pate in this scheme during the war. 

20. Students placed for training have given every satisfaction to their employers, 
and the grateful thanks of the Iligh Commissioner are due to the firms and organ- 
izations, as shown in Appendix YII., Avho. in the existing conditions, have made every 
effort to provide them with the necessary facilities. 


Section lY. 

GOVERNMENT SCHOLARS. 

21. The total number of Government and other scholars and other students 
under the supervision of the Department during the period w'as 146, distributed as 
follows : —

22. A list of State and other scholars with their courses of study or training is 
given in Appendix VIII., while the academic and other distinctions which they gained 
during the period under review are included in Appendix IV. Special mention may 
perhaps be made of the foUoAving : Mr. A. M. D’Bozario (Government of India) 
obtained the Ph.D. degree of the University of Cambridge, and Mr. M. L. Dhar 
(Kashmir), Maung Po E (Burma), Mr. Abdul Hague (Bengal, Mohsin Moslem 
Scholar) and Mr. V. G. Pause (Indian Central Cotton Committee Scholar) the Ph.D. 
of the University of London; Maung Ko Laj (Burma) the M.Sc. degree, and Mr. D. 
V. Marson (Sussex Trust) the M.A. degree of the University of London; Maung Ohn 
(Burma) the M.Ed. of the University of Leeds; Mr. E. K. Tandan (United Provinces) 
was successful in obtaining the B.Sc. (Engineering) degree of the Universsity of London 
with First Class Honours. Dr. Harhans Lai (Burma) obtained the M.K.C.P. 
(Edinburgh) ; Dr. N. J. Dhondy (P. K. Kerrawalla Scholar) the F.E.C.S. (England) ; 
and Maung Hla Kyaw (Burma) obtained both the M.E.O.V.S. and the B.Sc. (Vet. 
Sc.) of the University of London. The Government of Bengal scholar, Mr. S. Mulliclc, 
was successful in obtaining nomination to the Indian Civil Service and proceeded in 
due course to India for liis Probationary course. 

23. During the period under review Mr. W. J. Zorab (Sussex Trust Scholar) 
obtained a temporary commission in the Eoyal Army Medical Corps, and subsequently 
Maung Tin Thein, a Government of Burma Aviation Scholar, a Commission in the 
Engineering Branch of the Eoyal Air Force. 

24. I very much regret to report that Maung San Htwe, a Government of Burma 
Veterinary Scholar, studying at Veterinary College, Dublin, fell seriously ill in 
September, 1940, and died in the month of October, 1940. Maung San Htwe had 
proved an able scholar who had fitted in well with the life of the College in Dublin 
and had earned the good opinion and respect of his teachers and felloAv-students. I 
also deeply regret to report that Dr. K. J. Dhondy, who had held a scholarship 
from the P. 2s . Kerrawalla Trust, lost his life as a result of enemy action at sea. Dr. 
Dhondy had shown himself a brilliant medical student who, coming to this country 
after obtaining his Bombay University Medical Degree, passed in the minimum period 
the final examination for the London University degree of M.B., B.S., and had, just 
before he sailed, crowned these successes by gaining the high profes-sional distinction 
of Fellowship of the Eoyal College of Surgeons, England. It had also been feared 

. . that the Burma State Scholar, Dr. Ba Thi had been lost on his voyage back to Bangoon, 
but I am very glad to repoi't that it has recently been ascertained he is safe, though 
now a prisoner of war in Occupied France. 

25. A considerable proportion of the Indian students in this country are engaged 
’ on advanced or research work in various branches of Arts, Science and Technology, 
.and during the period under renew financial grants, from the funds placed at his 

disposal by various Indian Provincial Governments, were made, as shown in Appendix 
IX., to six students engaged on important investigations likely to lead to the advance- 
' ment of knowledge and thus directly or indirectly to the benefit of India.

STUDENTS EKTEUSTED TO THE SUPERVISION OF THE HIGH 

COMMISSIONER. 

26. Eleven students were entrusted by parents or guardians to the supemsiou 
of the* High Commissioner during the period under review. Eight of these students 
were under the direct charge of the Department, and three were placed in the care of 
the Local Adviser at Glasgow. For the Indian students at Oxford, Cambridge, and 
Edinburgh, the respective University authorities undertake this responsibility, and 
during the year there were six students under the supervision of the Secretary of the 
Delegacy for Oriental Students at Oxford, eight of the Secretary of the Intel'- 
Collegiate Indian Students’ Committee at Cambridge, and five of the University 
Adriser to Indian Students at Edinburgh. 


Seciaon VI. 

SOCIAL AND WELFARE WORK. 


27. The Report of the Indian Students’ Loan Fund Committee for the financial 
;jear ending 31st March, 1911, shows that the Committee received £76 5s. 6d. in small 
subscriptions and donations, £159 5s. Id, from Indian revenues, £37 19s, 5d. as interest 
on investments, and £299 10s. 2d. by repayments from previous recipients of loans. 
The loans made to students during the year amounted to £689 Us. Od. as against 
£641 Is. Od, in the previous year. During the period under renew Mr. T. A. H. Way, 
I.C.S. (retired) who, since 1936, had acted as Chairman and Treasurer of the 
Committee, tvas unfortunately obliged, owing to serious illness, to give up the post. 
The cordial thanks of the High Commissioner for the splendid and highly valued work 
he had done on behalf of the Indian student community in this country were conveyed 
to Mr. Way. Mr. G. H. Langley, M.A., I.E.S. (retired), formerly Vice-Chancellor 
of Dacca, kindly accepted the combined post of Chairman and Treasurer, and, nith 
Mm, the Committee now consists of Miss L. M. Brooks, O.B.E. (Hon, Secretary), 
Mr. Lionel Aird, B.A., Mrs. K. C. Roy, and Mr. P. K, Dutt, M.A., M.Sc., repre- 
senting the High Commissioner, 

28. The current Report of the Indian Students’ Union and Hostel, 112 Gower 
Street, London, for 1939-1910 covers a period of fifteen months from the 1st January, 
1939, to 31st March, 1910. During the fir-st half of the period covered by this report 
the usual amenities of the Hostel Avere maintained, but Avith the outbreak of 'wslv and 
the consequent departure of many students either for home or to the centres to Avhich 
their Colleges had been CA’acuated, a considerable reduction in membership resulted. 
The social and corporate actmties of the Hostel and Union AA^ere, hoAA’BA'er, continued 
as much as possible until the 23rd September, 1910, AA^hen a considerable portion of 
the premises aa'us destroyed by enemy action. I deeply regret to report that one 
student lo.st his life, AA’hilst three received minor injuries. The Committee of Manage- 
ment, hcAA'CA-er, AA'^ere soon able to obtain ncAv premises in the neighbourhood, Avhere 
members aa'Iio are in or near London may meet and share something at least of tlie 
usual amenities pending the time Avhen the full activities of the Union and Hostel may 
happily be restored. 


29. The Accommodation Officer reports that her Avork has been much restricted 
during the period under rcAicAv oAA'ing to the eA'acuation of Colleges from London and 
the decrease in the number of students coming to England. A great effort luis been 
m.ide, hoAACA’er, to keep in being the list of lodgings AA’hich had been built up, and 
tins, of course, has become increa.singlT difficult since last September, AA’hen the 
.Aetial bombai'dment of London started. An appreciable number of the hou.'ses on the 
1st i,iAe been damaged by enemy action, and in many cases landladies, although not 

bombed out." have decided to CA'acuate themselves to the couuliy. A sufficient number 
loinnin* uowgvoi*. tn f-itn 
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Assistance lias also been gh^en to students seeking lodgings in the country, 
although here again the position is rendered very difficult by the compulsory 
billeting poAvers of the Government, Avhich makes it impossible to rely on accommo- 
dation being available in the usual Avay. 

iMany former AA^omen students noAV back in India aa^UI learn Avith great regret 
that the Y.W.G.A. International Hostel, 21, Bedford Way, A\ms damaged by enemy 
action last aiitumn and is noAv uninhabitable. There AA'as most fortunately no loss 
of life nor injury to anyone, but it is grievous that so valuable a centre for the 
Avomen of many nations should haA*e been obliged to suspend its Avork. 


iSeotion YII. 

30. The transfer of the Indian Students Department from the control of the 
Secretary of State in Council to that of the High Commissioner for India took place 
on the 1st October, 1920, and the first report on the AA'ork of the Department coA’-ered 
the year ending March 31st, 1921. This Report Avas preceded by a brief revieAA' of 
the iieriod 1916-20, AA’hich included the folloAA’ing statement : 

“In June, 1916, AA'hen the period coA^ered by Sir Charles Mallet’s reports 
ceased, Ave AA'ere still in the midst of Avar and the country AAms beginning 
to feel the hardships attendant upon a Avar in AA'hich the Avhole nation aa’us 
engaged. The cost of living be^n to rise sloAA'ly but steadily, and a shortage 
of essentials began to make itself felt. First rationing and military service 
— ^to mention but tAvo of the abnormal factors existent — ^tended to make 
conditions harder for Indian students. The staffs of the Universities Avere 
depleted, as the younger men joined the army and the older men took up 
A'arious kinds of AA'ar AA'ork. Many University buildings Avere handed OA'er 
to and commandeered by the military authorities, and then not only the 
accommodation, but also the facilities for all kinds of education became 
gradually less and the courses offered Avere of necessity below the pre-war 
standard. The number of students coming to this country decreased per- 
ceptibly — ^the risk of the voyage, even if passages could be obtained, being 
by no means an inconsiderable factor.” 

31. TAventy years later the present Report has been prepared in the midst of 
the life-and-death struggle in aa'McIi the Empire is noAv engaged and the difficulties 
AA’hich the Indian students encountered during the years of the last Avar may noAv 
seem trivial in comparison Avith the trials and dangers Avhich confront those Avho 
liaA^e elected to stay on and are still here or are facing the sea risks of the voyage back 
to India. As Avill be noted from an earlier paragraph of this Report, there are still 
a considerable number of students engaged in pursuing and continuing courses of 
study and training in all Faou]tie.s, and a high ti’ibute is due to them for the unfailing 
cheerfulness and courage AA’hich they liaA’O sIioaa’u at all times and under all sorts of 
conditions. In normal years, London has alAA’ays a large Indian student community ; 
noAv that most of the constituent Schools and Colleges of the UniA’ersity of London 
liaA’e been eAmcuated, this community, much depleted, of course, in numbers, finds 
itself scattered to centres throughout the country, often AAuth the various Faculties 
in different places, so that a great deal of the social and corporate life of the 
institutions has inevitably disappeared. The reports I’ecewed shoAv that Indian 
students, in common with their felloAV home students, have accepted the position 
AA’ith cheerful equanimity, and have made the be.st of the neAv and often strange 
conditions in AA’hich they AA’ere suddenly obliged to transfer themselA’es. Many, instead 
of the quiet and peaceful academic life aa’IucIi might liaA’e resulted from their 
evacuation, have found themselves in heavily attacked areas, but liaA’e nevertheless 
elected to continue and complete their courses. 

32. It is with profound relief that I am able- to report that, during the period 
under reAuew, no Indian student lost his life or suffered serious injury AA’hUst pur- 
suing his academic studies at the various provincial University" centres. As 
mentioned earlier in this Report, one Indian student, Mr. Barendra Hath Sen, was 
unfortunately killed, and three slightly injured Avhen a large part of the premises 
of the Indian Students Union and Hostel in London aa’os destroyed by enemy action 
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on the '^3rd Septemher, 1910. Hr. was articled to a firm of Chartered Accountants 
in London, and his death on the threshold of a promising career caused great grief 
to the Ind’ian Student Community, wliere he was highly respected and desemdly 
popular. There was a large attendance at the cremation obsequies, and the deepest 
sympathy was felt and expressed for his surviving parents and relatives in Calcutta 
so suddenly and tragically bereaved. 

■♦V, 

33. The natural anxiety of parents in India was reflected in the telegrams which 
poured in daily enquiring about the welfare and whereabouts of their sous or 
daughters here. Students generally had been continually advised and urged to keep 
in close touch with the Department and to notify immediately changes of address. 
In nearly every case it was possible to cable an early and reassuring reply to the 
relatives in India, though diflieulty Avas often experienced in tracing the AA'hereabouts 
of students Avho had left London AA’ithout notifying their netv addre.ss. Tavo special 
dhSculties confronted many of the students themselA’es. As a consequence of the 
partial dislocation of the mail services AA'itli India and the incA'itable delay iu the 
receipt of letters carrying remittances for living and other expenses, many students 
throughout the year found themselA'es temporarily Avithout funds. As mentioned in my 
last Keport, these difficulties had been foreseen, and long before tbe outbreak of Avar the 
High Commissioner had taken steps to oblnin from the Indian ProA’incial Govern- 
ments, as Avell as from tlie GoA-ernmente of the Indian State.s, authority to adA’ance 
reasonable maintenance alloAA’ances to students Avhose periodical remittances had been 
held up, as AA’ell as passage money to those who Avished to return home. During the 
period under revieAV, advances under these AA'artime emergency financial powers Avere 
given to well over one hundred students, the aggregate sum .'imounting to over £1,000. 

34. The next difficulty arose iu the case of students Avho, hUAung completed their 
courses, wished to go back to India as soon as possible, or Avho had been requested 
by their parents to return. Hany parents cabled requesting the High Commissioner 
to arrange for the return of their sons or daughters if it were considered safe for them 
to travel. The High Commissioner A\’as, of course, not in a position to guarantee that 
any particular route or method of getting back to India aa'ouM be free from risks, 
and could thus not accept the responsibility of advising students to accept passages. 
But those Avho themselves decided to leaA'e AA’ere given eA'cry possible assistance to 
obtain passages, though, as a result of the heaA'y official demand on the greatly 
diminished accommodation aA’ailable, great difficulty Avas experienced throughout the 
year iu obtaining berths for all the applicants. In August, -1940, special arrange- 
ments AA'ere made by the Secretary of State for India for the return to India of the 
Avives and children of officers of the various Services, and pnssuges on the ship 
chartered for the purpose AA’ere allotted to nearly seventy’ students. Later, as a 
result of representations made by the High Commissioner, it aauis arranged that, 
AAheneA’er possible, a .small quota of berths on each outgoing steamer Avould he made 
available for private students. Under tlii.s scheme, it has been possible to arrange 
periodically for the departure of small numbers of students, but tbei’e is stiU a large

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36. It is most gratifying to be able to report that, despite the dangers and 
turmoil of these troubled times and the Avidesjjread dislocation of educational facilities 
throughout the country, the Indian students Jiaye again to theii* credit a splendid 
record of academic and other successes and distinctions. Detailed lists ■\viLL be found 
in Appendices III, IV and V, but it may here be noted that amongst those engaged 
on research or advanced work, one student gained the Doctorate in Science of the 
University of Oxford, no less than forty-four the Ph.D. degree in various Faculties 
of their respective Universities, three the degree of M.A., and thirteen the degree 
of M.Sc. Of the students reading for first degrees, tAventy-seven were aAA-arded 
First Class Honours. In the Faculty of Medicine, seven students obtained the 
Membership of the Boyal College of Physicians, London, and no less than fourteen 
the Fellowship of the Royal College of Surgeons (England) — both highly prized 
professional distinctions. At Edinburgh, tAvo students obtained the FelloAvship of 
the Royal College of Physicians, ten the Membership of the Royal College of 
Physicians, and lAventy the FeUoAA’ship of the Royal College of Surgeons. 

37. It is AAuth special pride that I place on record the admirably steady and 
courageous behaAdour of the Indian women students Avho remained in England to 
continue their studies during the period under revieAv. They have magnificently stood 
the strain and shared Avith their fellow students the rigours and risks of dangerous 
days. One Avoman student was buried under the wreckage of a bombed house in AA'hich 
she lived. She Avas rescued alive and without serious injury, and, after a day in 
hospital, called at India House to report her experience, impressing all Avho 
saAV her Avith her admirable steadiness. Other u’omen students, bombed out of their 
homes, have shoAvn similar courage and calmness. 

38. The majority Avho had obtained admission but Avho Avere still in India Avere 
obliged to cancel their passages, AA'hilst those AA’ho had returned home for the summer 
holidays Avere unable to come back. There were, hoAvever, several students on the 
Avay Avhen Avar Avas declared, and the greater number of these completed their 
journey, which in the circumstances Avas long and hazardous. Miss Louise Zan, a 
Government of Burma scholar, Avho arrived late for the session after a very trying 
voyage of eleven weeks, nevertheless did excellently in her examinations and obtained 
the Diploma in Education of GlasgoAV University before she returned home the 
foUoAving summer. The total number in attendance Avas seventy-one, as compared 
Avith 131 full-time students in the previous year. Despite all the stress and strain 
under AA'hich they AA'ere living, some excellent results AA'ere achieved. Special mention 
may be made of the notable achieA'ement at LiA'erpool University of Dr. Alice 
Benjamin, Avho obtained the Milne Medal, avMcIi is aAA-arded to the candidate AA'ho, in 
the opinion of the examinei’S, AA-as most meritorious at the examination for the 
Diploma in Tropical Medicine. Another praiseAvorthy result aa-us that of Miss R. 
John, Avho obtained the Ph.D. in Botany of the London University, while Miss J. A. 
Manuel obtained a first-class honours in the B.A. Honours Examination in Mathe- 
matics of the London University. 

39. During the period under revieAv, the Head and the Education Officers of the 
Department visited most of the Unmrsity and college centres throughout the, 
country, Avhen the special difficulties arising out of the war were discussed Avith the 
authorities as well as Avith the students themselves. The warm thanks of the High 
Commissioner are due to the Vice-Chancellors and Principals, the Professors and 
Heads of Departments and to the members of the respective Staffs both on the teaching 
and the administrative sides for their continuous and unfailing courte.sy and 
co-operation. 

40. In conclusion, I Avould again Avish to place on record my deep appreciation 
of the efficient and devoted service rendered by the Educational Officers and Clerical 
Staff of the Department during a difficult and harassing year.
